Collision of Stars Sa of 


Monstrous Fire in Heavens 


(sy 
PARIS, Feb. 27.—Camille 


CABLE--EXCLUBIVF DISPATCH.) 


Flammarion, the venerable as- 


tronomer of the Academy of Science, sprung a sensation at the 
regular meeting today by reporting an observation in the far- 
off constellation of Balsine, where a huge star, “Beta Ceti,” of 
the second order, collided with another heavenly body upon 


which both increased to such a 


heat that the two stars became 


a mass of flame. 

It was indicated that such a coll 
sion between any other planet and 
the earth would cause the world's 
surface to burn like a furnace and 
cause its complete destruction. 

With the collision, M. Flammar- 
ion declared, the star suddenly be- 
came one of the most brilliant in 
the heavens, greater than the larg- 
est sun, Aldebaran. of Taurus, esti- 


mated to be ua thousand times lar- 


ger than our sun. M. Flammarion 
explained that if the star has sat- 
ellites like our solar system all of 
them must be intensified in tem- 
perature. 

He said the collision probab'y 
was cause’ ey the sudden shooting 
of one of the star's satellites. 


WOULD DESTROY EARTH 
DISPATCH} 

PRINCETON N. J.) Feb. 27.— 
“Tne ontire population of the earth 
would be destroyed declared 
Dr. Henry Norris Kussell, profes- 
vor of astronomy at Princeton, “if 
the sun should undergo an increase 
in magnitude equai to that rt- 
ed in the case of Beta Veil, of the 
constellation of Cetus.” 

Russell was commenting on 
the receut observation made by 
M. Camille Flammarion, in Greece 
of the change in the size of the 
celestial body Beta Ceti. He does 
not, however, believe there is ary 
danger of the sun suddenly 
enlarging. although he says it is 
no new * for stars to get 
brighter and hotter. 

Beta Ceti can be seen from any 
part of the world when the weath- 
er is clear, according to Prof. Rus- 
sell, and at present can be ob- 
served in this locality some time 
between 5 and 6 p. m., most any 
evening for a period of about a 
half an hour. He believes the ob- 
servation reported dy the scientist 
to be of the greatest astronomical) 
value, and may be of a great prac⸗ 
tical interest alsa, since never be- 
fore has such a large star changed. 

EIGHTY YEARS FOR LIGHT 

The star is almost infinitesimally 


removed from us, and D-. Russell 
says it takes eighty years for its
